To attempt to put such a 
prohibitive law into operation would 
be madness. No leadership in the 
world could restrain the rank and 
file of American labor under such 
an imposition: the human factors 
called forth would be bevond con- 
trol. 

“EMPTY PROMISE,” 

“What would be left a working- 

man under the  provisiona of the 


Cummins bill, above quoted? The 
final clause of the provision is an 
empty promise. If two or more 
men quit work under any excuse, 
it could be held that they were in- 
terfering with interstate commerce. 
The provision simply means that 


under it men in the railroad employ ' 


would no longer be free to quit their 
jobs, they would work in economic 
serfdom, subject to the condliions 
imposed by the adjustment boards; 
or, if two or more of them did quit 
they would be criminals and the 
police and the troops, the courts and 
the jails, can be used against them. 

“A law such as this would spell 
the end of labor organizations in 
America. Is this the intent of the 
provision? Does Congress at the 
hehest of the alarmed business sys- 
tem, propose to try to break up 
the organizations of labor through- 
out the country? Is it decided that 
the 
final fight? These .are questions 
which demard an answer. Every 
working man in the land is ask- 
ing them ar he reads the news- 
papers. In his heart he knows 
that te enact this taw would spell 
more than the death of trade union- 
ism. It would spell the birth o 
revolution.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—The 
Senate Foreign Relations Subcom- 
mittee investigating the situation in 
Mexico will tomorrow resume its 
efforts which have so far been futile 
to discover facts and figures to sus- 
tain the oft-repeated charge that 
American interests In Mexico, par- 
ticularly in the Mexican oi] fields, 
have been financing and conducting 
@ propaganda to force armed inter- 
vention by the United States, south 
of the Rio Grande. 

The committee ts expected to call 
J. Debekker, publicity agent for the 
League of Free Nations Association, 
a whose shoulders the officers 

the association have placed all 
vchsaiabntanes for the numerous and 
bitter charges appearing in prop- 
aganda materia! sent out by the as- 
sociation, : 

The committee is also expected to 
begin its detailed inquiry into the 
exact conditions aa to security of 
life and property which now obtain 
in Mexico under the regime of First 
Chief Carranza. Numerous  wit- 
nesses who have a first-hand know!l- 
edge of conditions south cf the Rio 
Grande have been summoned. 

Some difficulty in this line of in- 
vestigation ig anticipated through 
the unwillingness of those having 
their homes and business interests 
in -Mexico to testify to anything that 
might bring down upon them the 
displeasure of the existing author- 
ities in Mexico. This feeling was 
demonstrated by the refusal.of Levi 
Smith, former manager of the Penn- 
Mexico’ Oil Company in Tampicw oil 
fields to discuss in detail atrocities 
and outrages with which he was 
familiar, in an open session of the 
com mittee. 

“I expect to have to live in Mex- 
fco again.” said Mr. Smith, “and 
any one who came up here and told 
all the facts and then went back 
there would find it more or less un- 
comfortable.”

PRICE O¥ SUGAR 


Fair Price Board will Take 
Matter up this Week. 


Retail Cost of Shoes Also to 
be Scrutinized. 


First Report Goes to Mayor 
Snyder this Afternoon. 


Prices of sugar and shoes will be 
inquired into this week by the Fair 
Price Committee which. will deliver 
ite first report to Mayor Snyder 
this afternoon. The board will re- 
sume its sittings at noon today at 
room 607 Homer Taughlin Bulld- 
inx, 

The committee believes that its 
investigations resulted in the price 
of cane sugar being reduced from 
$10.20 a sack to $9.71, but mem- 
bers say they consider the latter 
price too high also and they pro- 
pose to determine a fair price and 
profit for the refiners and retailers. 

A special investigator from the 
Department of Justice made a tour 
of several refineries in Southern 
California last week and learned the 
cost price of sugar. He obtained 
evidence that will be presented to 
the committee this week and which 
ig expected to be the bases for 


e The investigator 
is reported to have learned that 
the total cost for refining sugar in 
1917 was $4.50 per 100 pounds. This 
is said to cover’ cost of beets, re- 
fining, sacking and marketing. In 
1918 the cost rose to approximately 
$6.50 a sack, and in 1919 $6 a hun- 
dred. To this is added an arbitrary 
freight rate of twenty-one cents, 
the tariff from San Francisco, al- 
though the local rate is said to be 
a great deal lower. Beet sugar it# 
being sold to the retail grocer for 
$10.20, and the committee considers 
$4.20 a sack an exorbitant profit 
considering the number of hands the 
product goes through and the dis- 
tance it is shipped. 
‘COMMITTEE’S POWER. 

The power of the committee has 
been made plain by Special Investi- 
gator Lyndok L. Young of the Unit- 
ed States Dietrict Attorney’s office. 
Prices fixed by the board will he 
considered legitimate by the De- 
partment of Justice and by the 
District Attorney. Any overcharge 
will be investigated and the of- 
fenders brought before the proper 
court. In the case of interstate 
business, prosecutions will be made 
under the Sherman Anti-trust Act 
and the Lever Act. Penalties will 
be fixed by section 37 of the Penal 
Code. The cases of dealers who 
sell locally will be taken care of 
under the Cartwright Act. 

The truth of testimony given be- 
fore the committee will probably 
be looked into. One cattle raiser 
read in The Times of 11 cents said 
to be paid by packers for first-grade 
steer on the hoof. This rancher 
brought a number of head to a large 
house here and says he was of- 
fered 4% cents a pound. . 

PRICE OF SHOES. 

The price of shoes is to be tnves- 
tigated in conjunction with the 
meat prices. Shoes are abnormally 
high. It is said that little leather is 
being bought by the shoe manufac- 
turers and local packers have not 
sold any hides for this purpose for 
some time. | 


A large bean grower alleges he 
brought some beans to a local job- 
ber, but could not sell them at any 
price. Beans of this class are 
bringing a good price in the stores, 
but, it is said, the jobbers do not” 
buy, as the price would be lowered. 
Alleged instances such as this have 
been presented to the committee, 
end if substantiated, prosecution 
will follow. 

Thomas Lane, chairman of 
the committee, said last night that 
the board is going through with its 
investigations and will make recom- 
mendationg from time to time te 
the Mayor.

Dr. Charles Edward Locke, at the 
First Methodist Episcopal Church, 
last evening in his sermon answered 
the question, “Will California some 
day become Japanese?” 

Dr. Locke said in part: 

_ “Some very interestmg and, in- 
deed, astounding statistics have been 
officially furnished, upon the basis 
of which it has been mathematically 
calculated that at the present rate 
of increase the number of Japanese : 
will equal the whites in California 
in the year 2024, that is, in a little 
Over 100 years. 


“While it may be true that figures 
never lie, it is likewise true that you 
can lie with figures. The Malthu- 
sian doctrine of overpopulation is a 
full 100 years old, but there isa 
steadily decreasing possibility that 
more people will some day be born 
than the earth can sustain. ? 

“However, the statistics of births 
in California furnish food for seri- 
ous reflection. In 1910, to each 1000 
of the population there were four- 
teen white births, seventeen Japa- 
nese, seven Chinese and eleven ne- 


groes. 

“In 1917 there were sixteen white 
births, an increase of only two, and 
sixty-five Japanese, an increase of 
forty-eight, and nine Chinese, an in- 
crease of two, and a decrease of one 
among the negroes. The ominous 
fact Is that while among the whites 
there was an increase of only two, 
the Japanese increased forty-eight 
to each 1000 of the population of the 
State. 

This is a patriotic and economical 
question; it is also a great moral 
issue. The stubborn fact is that the 
future belongs to the people who

there, who should, in my opinion, 
be recalled at once. 

What 1 suggested was that alf 
Americans still in Siberia should be 
at once withdrawn, and that if these 
are replaced, the relieving force 
should be composed solely of vol- 
unteers (enlisted men) well trained 
and disciplined and of a type sym- 
pathic to the Russian people. Not 
Jews, however splendid soldiers 
they may be, as they are anathema 
to all Russians. 

I suggested that instead of sol- 
diers America should send out to 
Siberia an industrid] and education- 
al army of occupation with 
occupations, to help rebuild and de- 
velop what is potentially the richest 
country in the world. Russians are 
indescribably eager for education 
and their naturally generous: and 
appreciative natures will quickly re- 
spond to America’s aid in teaching 
them progressive, modern methods 
of industrial and agricultural de- 
velopment. 

We should at once appoint and 
send out from this. country a high 
commissioner, with known sympathy 
with and understanding of Russian 
ideas and conditions to represent 
American trade and business inter- 
ests. We should also recognize the 
all-Russian government and start 
an active campaign of propaganda 
to off-set the prépaganda made in 
Germany and Japan, now being cir-

ruin; civil war, immediately following, had 
prevented any restoration. The national 
treasury was empty and the revenues were 
low. Frontier conditions along the Rio 
Grande, resulting from internal misgovern- 
ment, were such that the United States sub- 
mitted to Diaz, almost as soon as he came 
into office, demands for an immediate im- 
provement. 

Such is a partial description of what 
Diaz faced when he took the helm in un- 
happy Mexico. With but one railroad in 
the country, few schools and ruin every- 
where he began the work of upbuilding. 
Wirst he established internal peace and 
a reign of law end order. Stern measures 
were needed and he did not hesitate to 
employ them. He made the American fron- 
tier safe for almost the first time. Then 
he invited American capital to come in and 
build ap the Mexican nation. His first four- 
year term started the work which was car- 
ried on steadily with his able assistance 
during the edministration of his lieutenagt 
and associate, Gen. Manuel Gonzales. 
When he resumed office in 1885, down to 
the time he was driven out in 191@ by 
Madero, Diaz worked incessantly along the 
line he had mapped out for himself. He 
raised Mexico to a place in the very fore- 
front of Latin-American nations. 

When Diaz retired from office Mexico 
had about 6000 miles of excellent railroads, 
thousands of schools, a surplus in the na- 
«tional treasury equivalent to $40,000,000 in 
American gold, hundreds of mines at work 
which had been long abandoned, smelters 
and mills all built during his regime, hun- 
dreds of factories where none had existed 
before, rich ofl wells in operation, well- 
lighted, well-paved, sanitized cities and 
great public wotks completed and under 
way. Tens of thousands of Mexicans were 
working happily for American and Wuro- 
pean employers at wages three to ten times. 
what their fathers had ever earned tolling 
in virtual slavery for the wealthy native 
rancheros. For the first time they knew 
the blessings of peace and prosperity. For 
the first time they had the opportunity of 
raising their families in security and under 
fairly decent living conditions. For the 
first time their children had the chance of 
education and something to look forward 
to tn life. 

For these Diessings the Mexican people 
were indebted to Diaz above all other men. 
But for him they would not have come. 
The truth of this assertion is clearly estab- 
lished by what has followed hts retirement. 
Able Meutenants he had, indeed, who 41d 
excellent work under him, but of these not 
one was capable of taking his place at the 
head. 

Now Diaz is gone, what is the condition 
of Mexico without him? Than this no 
more sorrowful picture can be painted. Her 
industries ruined, her factories closed, her 
‘mines abandoned, her railroads almost total 
wrecks from mismanagement and the rav- 
ages of civil war and anarchy, her once 
happy and prosperous workmen idle and 
starving, or fighting in one or another of 
the armies or semfrevolutionary, semi- 
banditt! groups—for many the only escape 
possible from starvation—Merxico 1s plung- 
ing further and further, day by day, into 
the abyss of despair. i 

_ Ruled by a President whose course some 
times suggests a deceased mind, the once- 
respected country of Diaz during the world 
war dishonored herself by publicly pro 
claiming the Carranzé government the ally 
of the Kaiser. Today Mexico has been 
branded by the civilized world as unfit for 
membership in the League of Nations—in 
other words, as unfit for respectable inter 
national society. To such depths has the 
overthrow of Diaz brought his country. 

And where ts this ruin to stop? We 
may well answer with all reverence, God 
knows. Those who attend the memorial 
services today in honor of the great pa- 
triot President of Mexico should each and 
every one ask the Almighty Ruler of the 
Universe to reach out His hand and save 
wretched Mexico, to raise up in her midst 
another Dias, another man of his type, to 
rescue her from the horrors that have

Strikes are no modern thing. | 
_ Since almost the first syllable of recorded 
time there have been oH 
the unrest of the and 
rebellion. | 
How the children of Israel “murmured” 
The supply of water was 
short (that was long before the edvent of 
national prohibition) and some of the walk- 
ing delegates objected to drinking the wa- 
ter of Marah, for there was no “kick” in 
it. They rebelled against Moses. They 
wanted a 100 per cent. increase in wages, a 
six-hour day, a cl shop and a three 
year agreement; but M aided by Mir 


iam, who, with her timbre!, gave tho first 


known imitation of the dance of Carmen, 
led them out of the wilderness of Shur, and 
they found plenty of water that was sweet. 
The strike failed, and when the strikers 
among the Israelites were taken back on 
the job they dropped all idea of collective 
bargaining. 

On another occasion the children of Is- 
rael murmured. against both Moses and 
Aaron. and suggested that they select a 
captain that would lead them back to 
Egypt. And they organized a strike on 
Moses and Aaron and got exceeding rough, 
insisting that charges be reduced, that 
there should be an increase of dividends 
and wages, and that the service should be 
increased—a combination that the trouble 
makers are now trying to accomplish in 


these days by lifting themselves over the 


fence by a boot strap. 

On that occasion Caleb offered to lead 
the people into the land that flowed with 
milk and honey. If we understand the sit- 
uation, Caleb was the Sam Gompers of the 
situation, with Nephilim, in the role of 
“Curley” Grow, as runner-up. The people 
rebelled and were about to compel Moses 
to withdraw from the ticket when matters 
were adjusted. In that strike they got no- 
where—and strikers have been landing at 


the same place ever since, almost invaria- 


bly. 
And there was the strike of Korah 


against the authority of Moses and Aaron; 


but the rebels were defeated and punished. 
We have no definite information as to the 
cause of this ruction, but possibly the high 
cost of living in Egypt had something to 
do with it. The cold-storage men were 
on the job at that early time, and the prices 
of manna and shew-bread were never so 
high in the bazaars. There was also some 
fear that Moses would run for a third 


term, for politics had not adjourned in the. 


land. And Moses was very wroth and in- 
timated that he would never consent to 


any reservations or interpretations of the 
‘treaty with the sons of Levi, and charged 


that the other fellows were full of Bolshev- 
ism or proGermanism or something of that 
sort. In any event, the plague that fol- 
lowed the uprising scared the children of 
Israel and they were willing to sign at the 
old scale. 

On another occasion when the children 
of Israel complained of the lack of water 
and were preparing to organize an overflow 
meeting to be addressed by one of the Wil 
liam Jennings Bryans of the marchers and 
make things hot for Moses he spoke right 
out in meeting and hurled a bit of language 
right in their teeth. He said: 

“Hear now, ye rebels, shall we bring you 
forth water out of this rock?” 

And Moses lifted up his hand and smote 
the rock with his rod twice, and the water 
came forth abundantly. That settled that 
strike. The people saw that Moses could 
deliver the goods and did not attempt to 
palm off on them “something equally as 
good” as water. That made Moses solid in 
all the land, and immediately Moses Clubs 
were organized for the Presidency of Egypt, 
and pictures of the bulrushes ere the 
daughter of Pharaoh found him (at least 


that is what she claimed) appeared in all 


of the newspapers. There were press 
agents even in that early day. 

And there was that base fellow whose 
name was Sheba, the son of Bichri, a Ben- 
jaminite, who made trouble for David and 
organized a strike against him. We take 
it that Sheba was a sort of Bull Mooser, 
for he was satisfied with ncething, and after 
he had blown his trumpet (that was when 


‘the politicians blew their own horns) he 


wanted to know why his friends had no

of Jesse. It was evident a melon had been 
cut somewhere and they had not been in 
on it. “Where do we get off?" he said in 
the vernacular of the present day, for he 
was wroth because there was no increase 
in his envelope Saturday nights as he had 
been promised. 


Then Sheba got nasty and the men of 


Joab, the Cherithites and the Pelethites 
organized an aviation and tank corps and 
pursued him and, having caught up with 
him (Sheba having blown a tire) they cut 
off his head and threw it to Joab, shout- 
ing, “So be it ever with strikers.” It was 
the first time that Sheba had ever lost his 
head, as he was not inclined to become 
excited. 3 

Sheba was from the hill country and he 
might have been sold the City Hall if some 
clever con man had appeared; in any 
event, he did not understand how to pull 
the rough stuff of the present-day strike 
leaders. Another thing, he was betrayed 
by a woman, one of the wise ones out of 
the city. She had his number. 


The strike of Jehu against Joram was 


another instance of a good thing going 


wrong. Joram, King of Israel, and Aha- 
ziah, King of Judah, went out to meet 
Jehu because they did not like the brand 
of peace that Jehu was proposing to give 
the people. The indemnities were not suf- 
ficiently large, besides Joram did not care 
to be mandatory over the Jezeelites, and 
there was not self-determination enough in 
the protocols. But Jehu was too much for 
Joram and, drawing his bow with his full 
strength, sent the arrow into the heart of 
Joram. They say he looked quite natural. 

This was the one strike in olden times 
that won; but Jehu soon slept with the fa- 


thers, although he was a fairly busy man. 


when in good health, and {+ fs said in the 
sacred chronicles that all he did was not 
recorded. He was buried in Samaria, and 
the local fire company and the lodges of 
Odd Fellows and Masons turned out in his 
honor. The folks thought that, as he was 
the only man in all sacred history to win 
a strike, that much was coming to him. 
But there was this to be sald in favor of 
Jehu, he never levied an assessment, net- 
ther did he dress in purple and fine linen 
while the members of the order were wear- 
ing only gunny sacks and a smile. 


RIGINAD WILSON COVENANT. 
President Wilson’s original draft of 
the League of Nations covenant was filed 
on Friday with the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee. Whether the covenant 
as finally adopted follows the President's 
idea of an elucidation of his famous four- 
teen points will no longer remain a moot 
question. The carpers can now know just 
what the President originally intended. 
Incidentally, ‘the President’s explanation 
that his original draft had disappeared in 


Paris is fully verified. The draft, said to. 


have been written by the President him- 
self on his magic typewriter, was given to 
the Foreign Relations Committee by a 
friend of Col. House. It bears an inscrip- 
tion signed by the colonel. 

Much criticism has been aimed at the 
league covenant on the contention that it is 
of_ British manufacture. Gen. Smuts, a 
Boer, filed a draft of a covenant with the 
Peace Conference, of which he ts a mem- 
ber. Those who could find no valid pre- 
text for protest in the covenant itself tried 
to awaken a Jingo opposition to it by al- 
leging that ft did not carry out the ideas 
of this country, but was drawn in the in- 
terests of Great Britain. 

As to the text of the Wilson covenant 
the Washington dispatches say the chances 
in the draft as odopted are in verbiage and 
not in sentiment: It was necessary to ex- 
ercise extreme caution In drafting the cove- 
nant in order that the words used might 


not be capable of a dovble construction | 


when translated into a foreign tongue.

VENTURA, Sept. 14.—J. J. Tico, 
aged 80, to whose father Gov. Juan 
B. Alvarado in 1837 granted a 
princely domain, extending from the 
northeast corner of the grounds of 
Missian San Buena Ventura (now 
the heart of Ventura) twenty miles 
into the Ojai Valley and covering 
four Spanish leazues, passed away at 
his home here Friday evening. The 
Ticos were the first Spanish family 
to locate in what is now Ventura 
and the Governor's grant possessed 
them of land that a multimillionaire 
could scarcely afford to purchase 
now, containing as it does all the 
valuable apricot orchards and other 
lands of the lower and upper Ave- 
nue, and a great section, of the Ojai ' 
Valley, famed for its Citrue groves 
and homes of wealthy easterners, in- 
cluding the site of the village of 
Ojai. Tico died a comparatively 
poor man. 

All that remains today of the old 
Tico ranch house in the Ojai are 
some crumbling ruins; but it was in 
that house that the old -man spent 
his early boyhood days. He was not 
born on the ranch, however, but in 
Santa Barbara. Before the birth of 
their children, Fernando Tico and 
wife always went to Santa Parbara, 
making the trip over the Casitas on

GERMANS NOW SEEK | 


GOODS. 


WOULD RENEW PRE-WAR 
TRADE RELATIONS, SAYS 
BERLIN COMMUNICATION. 


The American Association of 
Commerce and Trade in Berlin has 
teen called upon to supply large 
quantities of American goods of ev- 
ery description, according to a 
communication just received by the 
American Manufacturers’ Export 
Association. 


. The Association of Commerce and 
Trade in Berlin states in the com- 
munication that it is desirous of re- 
newing pre-war connections with 
the export association. The letter, 
ealling attention to the present dif- 
ficulty of arranging for terms of pay- 
ment with regard to American 
goods sold to German importers, 
reads as follows: 

“In view of the business activity 
that is just beginning between the 
United States and Germany—so far 
as the ‘Trading with the Enemy 
Act’ will permit—this association 
would like to renew the connection 
that existed between your organiza- 
tion and this before the war, be- 
lieving that such would be of mutual 
advantage. 

“The pressure brought to bear 
upon us by the German business 
world is enormous. We have a very 
large number of calls for American 
goods of every description, as well 
as many requests for all kinds of 
agencies. The one great hinderance 
at present is the question of pay- 
ment. A few American agents have 
already been here, but their terms 
of cash in New York against docu- 
ments make all dealings impossi- 
ble. The German buyer cannot get 
permit to import unless he can show 
evidence that the American shipper 
will give him credit. Consequent- 
ly, the American business pioneers 
in Germany have not been able to 
cl any deals. It is believed that 
Americans will be able to give credit

| Western of Field Now 


Developing. 


Thousands of Acres for Large 
Companies. 


Five Wells in Last Week, Fif- 
teen Ready. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } | 

BAKERSFIELD, Sept. 12.—Ac- 
tivity on the western front of the 
old Kern River field, in practically 
viggin territory, is holding the at- 
tention of the oil operators. More 
than 30,000 acres of land have been 
acquired by purchase or lease by big 
oil companies recently and much de- 
velopment work is being done. 

The latest Company to take a hand 
in developments on the western 
front, which runs all the way from 
the northern boundaries of Bakers- 
field to McFarland, is the Kern 
Trading and Oil Company, a subsid- 
ary of the Southern Pacific. The 
K. T. & O. has recently taken a 
lease on 3000 acres about sev fen miles 
north of the Associated Oil Com- 
pany’s op@rations, and about six 
miles east of McFarland. The terms 
of the lease call for drilling opera- 
tions to start within ninety days. 

The Standard Oil Company and 
the Associated are the other big 
companies that are active in this 
field, while several individual own- 
ers are taking a hand in the develop- 
ment process. The Standard Oil 
Company is bringing many of its 
drillers from the West Side fields and 
a number of new locations for wells 
have been staked out. That the new 


territory has been proved is shown 
in the two wells the Standard has 
drilled to completion. Of] has been 
found at paying quantities on sec- 
tions 2 and 5. The latest well to be 
brought in is on section 5, 28-27. 
The well was allowed to flow for a 
short time and then shut down to 
allow the drillers to test for oll at 
a deeper point, as geologists believe 
a mother lode will be found at great- 
er depth. The well’s first oil showing 
was at 2800 feet. The oil found at 
this depth is said to be “lively,”” and 
the ol] covered derrick shows this, 
although the log has been kept a 
secret. It is expected that a 400 
or 500-barrel well will be obtained.

Those of the | 
audience who thought that the days ' 
of “The Great Ruby’ and similar 
vehicles of action were dead had a 
surprise in witnessing the premiere 
of Mr. Veiller’s latest experiment in 
thrill and mystery drama. He has 
utilized many of the household gods 
of the elder day in his latest ef- 


fort. They are cleverly disguised in 
the ingenuity of situation and 
smartness of the lines which are 
of the essentially up-to-date variety. 
The proof of Mr. Veliller’s sensa- 
tlonalisnt and his daring will be i» 
its acceptance by the public. Th 
aceéptance will be largely regulat 
by the preducer’s ability to speed ue 
his second act, the playwright’s elirm- 
inating’ of unnecessary details bear- 
ing on minor characters, and per- 
haps a less crude handling of cer- 
tain gituations. There is no doubt) 
of the tremendous fascination of the 
narrative that is related and the 
characters that are introduced, and 
on these solid merits the success 
of the play will be established, if 
the unnecessary and at time vir- 
tually futile incidents can be cut out. | 
Mr. Veiller has made use of a | 
variety of modern conveniences to 
carry on his plot just as he has’ 
availed himself of the digs at profi- , 
teering and prohibition to stimulate. 
his humor. ‘The plot, too, is cen-— 
tered around the present high cost 
‘of living, because it concerns the ef- 
forts made to obtain an agreement 
signed by five of the men allegedly 
controlling the of commodli-. 


ties. 
The respect in which the play 
goes back to the old-time melo- 


dramatic idea is in the superfluity 
of scenes. 

There are no legs than nine 
changes, four of these occuring 
within a aingle act. While I do 
not deny fhat these transformations 
could be very effectively handled on 
a revolving stage, it is rather doubt- 
ful whether it is really worth the 
trouble because so little advance- 
ment is given the main plot. This 
second act is concerned altogether 
with the escape from prison of a 
leafebreaker whom it is planned to’ 
use in obtaining the papers, and who 
promptly declines to engage in 80. 
altruistic an enterprise as soon as | 
he is sure of his freedom. 

Here is where Mr. Veiller also in- | 
troduces some of his most decided 
modernisms in effectiving the es- 
cape of ‘the crook through the use 
of an aeroplane, not actually seen 
on the stage however. Here also 
the playwright again uses some of 
his familiar devices of “The Thir- 
teenth Chair” for creating atmos- 
phere by having the heroine play 
on the superstition of the warden 
by having him doused with chloro-}; 
form and then speaking to him to 
give the impression of a dream. 

Veiller has used lichtning like ‘ef- 
fects of action, tricks of lighting 
and even in his lines the higher 
phases of satire to give newness to 
his matefial. © He introduces’ the 
rames of such noted people as Mary 
Pickford and the like to lend mod- 
ernity to his dialogue. In all these | 
touches he has revealed his super- | 
lative cleverness; at the same time 


he ha® shown unwarranted ten- 
dency to delay the action by mat- 
ters purely the stage—in this 


case his too frequent changes of: 
acene. He committed a like fault: 
in slighter degree in “The Thir- 
teenth Chair” in continually dragging 
in and out of the room the twelve 
people concerned in the plot. 
As in most of Mr. Veiller’s plays. 
the woman is the big factor. It 
cannot be denied that Elizabeth 
Smith, professional and masterful 
crook, bears a certain resemblance 
to previous heroines. In fact, she 
is a sort of composite picture of 
those who have before been made 
known to us in “Within the Law” 
and the medium in “The Thirteenth 
Chair.” The role is one that re- 
quires a great deal of skill in hoth 
make-up and characterization, be- 
cause two different disguises occur.
